Miro is mostly written in Python, although it links to various libraries written in a variety of languages. Versions through 
2.x had an almost entirely HTML/CSS based UI. Miro uses embedded WebKit in a GTK window on Unix/Linux (Mozilla 
Gecko/XUL until 3.0.2), WebKit in a Cocoa window on OS X, and Mozilla in a XUL window on Windows. Since version 
3.0, the OS X port uses Cocoa and others use GTK. The embedded web browser is used only for web pages.

Miro received a favorable review from Josh Quittner who wrote "I have seen the future of television and it’s an 
application called Miro."[8] In May 2011, Seth Rosenblatt of CNET wrote, "Providing one-stop shopping for all your 
video and audio management desires, open-source and cross-platform Miro deserves much of the praise that's been 
heaped upon it." P] The Softonic review gave the software a score of 9/10, and described the software as "a perfect 
example of how video content from different sources can be integrated into one single application and served directly 
to your PC in a fast, easy and elegant way."10]
